would not be reduced, gave tbe "bulls soine en-

couragement, and for a short time tbe market
had a better tone than it has shown for tbe past
few days. Reports that the dividend upon Oma-
ha preferred would be reduced, however, took
tbe plaee of that of Northwestern, and that
started tbe liquidation again, which, with the
raid of the "bear," knocked prices off
rapidly for a port.on of the first hour.
There was some buying on a scale-dow- n,

and it is believed that the larger "beara"
eoTsrcd large lines at the low figures. Tbe de-
cline soon came to an end. though, no support
"being forthcoming1. Tbe market exhibited on
trengta whatever as the concessions and liqui-

dations continued, giving tbe list a weak and de-
clining tone during tbe entire session. Omaha
was unusually active, and the preferred showed
an extreme decline of 2 per cent, and the com-
mon 2 percent., very little of which was recov-
ered. Richmond & West Point alto showed
marked weakness at one time, but the general
list, at the lowest prices, showed in few cases
losses of more than a point, although they were
quite uniform.

Ia commenting on coffees tbe New York Bul-
letin of tbe 21st says: "Whatever the natural
tendency of the market may be, there is cer-
tainly an inclination of comparatively general
character to assume that en upward course of
values is in order. Tbe testimony in regard to
prospects for movement of present crop, and
tbe chances for tbe one to follow, has of late
taken such an unpromising form that many of
tbe heretofore skeptical operators commence to
feel that there may be something in the reports
of prospective short supplies after all, and as
the interior demand has yet to fill the broken
assortments said to exist, general chances seem
to be in favor of coffee." Dry goods rule firm;

The "Spare Koom."

Every one likes a guest chamber to be as
pretty as possible, and if one bas plenty of time
there are many dainty ways of furnishing one
that cost but little money. Now that rooms are
fashionable ia the one color scheme, a little
paint may transform the worn off paint or grain-
ing into a prettv olive, pale blue or pink. Buff
from the pale shades to orange or brown is es-
pecially effective. A cheap pine set of chamber
furniture or a badly stained old walnut or ash
set can bs painted and made very artistic to
match tbe color of the walls. Wbite Lonsdale
or fine cheese cioth cut into strips and sewed to
gather with strips of crocheted inserting or rich
rack and lined with buff, blue, or pinic silesia,
makes a beautiful bed-sprea- d. Pillow shams
may be made to match, as well
as toilet mats, splasher and table-spread- .

Cheese-clot- h curtains trimmed the same way add
greatly to the adornment of the room, aud as
these articles eau be made at odd moments, and
with but little outlay of money, there is no rea-
son why tbe guest-chambe- r should not be the
prettiest room in the house. A dainty comfort-
able may be made also of cheese cloth, which is
much lighter and equally as warm as the usual
chintz or print seen in these coverings. For a
good-size- d comforter get ten yards of creamy-whit- e

cheese cloth, three pounds of nice wbite
batting, and tie closely with buff-pin- k or blue
zephyr. They are really beautiful and very
cheap. They may be finished with a button-
hole stitch of tbe same colored zephyr, or with
an edge of linen lace, which costs but a trifle
more. These comforters, with care, may be
washed.

To such we would warmly recommend
cooked feed fed hot Boiled appJesking, sea
soned with red pepper, or boiled potatoes, sea-
soned with horse radish, are good for feed,
much better than uncooked food. Corn, when
fed to a hen by itself, bas a tendency to fatten
rather than produce tbe most profitable egg
laying. A spoonful of sulphur, stirred with
their feed occasionally, will rid them of vermin
and tone up their system.

A correspondent of the Rural New Torker
says that last sorinc be took a railroad rail,
bitched a heavy team to each end. and dracrged
it across his field, taking a sweep of tbirty feet
It went over tbe field more quickly than a har-
row could do, and spread the manure very
evenly and incorporated it with the surface soil.
